The Silver Convention 
Finishes Work. 


Vigorous Speeches Close the 
Proceedings, 


Cleveland and Carlisle Severely 
Griticised,

COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS 


Ex-Senator Hill Argues Against a Gold Basis. 
Colorado's Governor Makes a Speech— 
The Bankers Charged With 
Causing Distrust. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The silver convention re- 
sumed its session this morning. Owing 
to the inadequacy of the rooms used 
yesterday it was decided to meet in 
Central Music Hall, but the agent stood 
at the door and refused to open it until 
ex-Senator Hill, ex-Congressman Symes 
and C. S. Thomas of Colorado guaran- 
teed $200 per day rental. This done, 
the delegates flocked in. 

Presiden: Thurman called the conven- 
tion to order. A resolution by J. S. 
Dougherty of Texas for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of one from each 
State to devise a plan for impressing 
upon Congress and the people of the 
United States the impending peril 
threatening the ruin of material inter- 
ests, of which the country has only had 
a foretaste. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Resolutions, 
after discussion. Ex-Senator Hill of 
Colorado addressed the convention on 
the silver question, his arguments being 
chiefly based on statistics tending to 
show that the adoption of a gold stan- 
dard in anycountry had been invariably 


followed by decades of poverty and de- 
pression. 


His IDEA. 

He said that the divergence between 
the value of gold and ‘silver is now 
greater than wwheu the United 
States commission made its  fa- 
mous report, and no boundary can 


be set to the divergence that may be 
reached especially if the 
foremost silver producing country in 


the world shail lend itself to the attempt 
being made to establish a universal 
gold standard. The scarcity of gold 
had nothing todo with the present de- 
pression. Lhe amount of money now 
locked up and hidden away is more than 
double the amount of gold nowin the 
country. 

The supposition that by repealing the 
Sherman act, thus bringing ona great 
fall in the price of the metal, we could 
force Europe into a bimetallic treaty 
was a delusion. 

“If we are driven by a conspiracy,’ 
he said, ‘‘to revert to a single'standard, 
we should by all means use silver. If 
we restore silver to its old place as a 
money metal by unlimited coinage, 
and if, under the force of circumstances 
over which we have no control, our 
gold should be drained away, we will 
still maintain the first position among 
the nations of the world and compel 
England, Germany and France at once 
to adopt a bimetallist standard.”’ 

In conclusion, he declared that if 
Western Europe perseveres in measures 
which raise the value of gold so it shall 
flow from the United States and we be- 
come a silver country, we will be car- 
ried to a pitch of prosperity transcefid- 
ing all the past, and Western Europe 
will be plunged into an abyss of ruin. 

‘OTHER SPEECHES. « 

At the conclusion of Hill’s address Hon. 
J. R. Doolittle of Wisconsin presented 
a resolution declaring that it is the 
duty of Congress to coin both gold and 
silver insuch a ratio of weight that the 
bullion in a silver dollar shall equal in 
value the bullion in a gold dollar. This 
was referred to the Committee on Res- 
olutions. 

Congressman F.. G. Newlands of Ne- 
vada followed in an address reviewing 
Congressional legislation on the silver 
question. 

‘England,’ he said, ‘‘is the greatest 
gold-owning power in the world. We owe 
her $600,000,000 in gold, which she 
can cail for atany day. Ifthe draft of 
$100,000,000, recently made, worked 
such disaster th this country, what 
would it do if she called for the whole 
lot? England hasthe goid of the world 
and knows how to legislate for her 
interests, and we have the silver of the 
world and do not know our own inter- 
ests. As the tax on tea led to political 
independence, the present blow at 
silver may leadto the financial inde- 
pendence of the United States.”’ 

Senator Allen of Nebraska caused 
much enthusiasm by a brief but stirring 
speech in which he pledged the People’s 
party to the cause of silver. The Popu- 
lists in the Senate would not be found 
wanting in the support of free coinage 
at a ratio of 1 to 16. 

He was followed by the Hon. C, 6. 
Thomas of Coloradoin a brief speech. 
The latter declared that gold and silver

tion, but. the avarice of man had de- 
clared an artificial and infamous 4di- 
vorce between the metals. Silver men 
were called lunatics and cranks, but 
they were proposing merely to return 
to a system hallowed by the history of 
four thousand years.

CLOSING SCENES. 


Speeches, Resolutions and Appointment of 
Commitices. 

CAICAGO, Aug. 2.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press-) The first speaker of the aft- 
ernoon session Was |. B. Lennonof New 
York, representing the Executive Coun- 
cilof the American Federation of La- 
bor. federation peop,e,”’ he said, 
“are silver men, because they are union 
men. Halfamillionof them are advo- 
cates of free and nulimited coinage of 
silver.’’ 

There was tremendous applause when 
Gov. Waite of Colorado was introduced. 
A number of enthusiastic delegates had 
been howling for him for two days, and 
he was unable to begin his speech for 
some migutes. 

WAITE’S . 

Gov. Waite spoke at great length. 

He asserted that, since 1878, no Con- 
gress has convened but that a majority 
in both houses Were in favor of restor- 
ing the freé coinage of silver. Con- 
gress has never been able to enact such 
a law, because the President, whether 
a Republican or a Democrat, has always 
been dominated by Wall street and 
stood ready to interpose his veto, equal 
toa two-thirds vote in both houses of 
Congress. 
. The effect of the gold-bug conspiracy, 
which has denied free coinage to silver 
since 1878, bas been to increase the 
purchasing power of money, or, to put 
the statement in another form, to de- 
crease the value of all commodities. 
Abraham Lincoln said ‘If a debt is 
created with a certain amountof money 
in circulation and then the government 
contracts the money volume before the 
debt is paid, itis the most heinous crime 
which the government can commit 
against the people,’’ and that, Gov. 
Waite said, was exactly what this gov- 
ernmenc had been doing since 18738. 

Congressional legislation, and noth- 
ing else, has reduced the price of silver 
bullion from $1.82 per ounce in 1873 
to 70 cents in 183%, and legislation, 
for which the two old parties are 
equally responsible, has reduced the 
price of wheat in the same time from 
$1.41 per bushel to 53 cents. The 
same legislation has reduced the price 
of cotton from 19 3-10 cents to 7 8-10 
cents in the sametime. The ratio of 
value of silver as bullion, compared 
with the gold dollar, has been increased 
from 16tolto22.or24tol. Leg- 
islation hag not only diminished the 
value of silver bullion, but has also 
diminished, in the same proportion, the 
value of wheat, corn, pork, beef, cot, 
ton, and the wages of labor. 

FALSE PROPOSALS. 

“We hear,”? he said, ‘‘much about 
over-production, law of supply and 
demand, etc., but with the single 
standard gold men of Europe who have 
the reins in their own hands, there is 
not the same necessity to lie about it, 
and no such dishonest attempt to dodge 
the issue.’” Waite then quoted from a 
speech by Balfour at Manchester, in 
which the latter is quoted as saying: 
“The gold monetary standard in fifteen 
or sixteen years has gone up no less 
than 80 to 35 percent., and as to its 
turther rise in value no man can seta 
limit.’’ 

*“‘Not long ago,’’ said Waite, ‘‘Glad- 
stone was told by Mr. Thompson, in the 

itish Parliament, that the gold 
standard was crushing out the agricul- 
tural and commercial industries of En- 
aoe by compelling business upon a 

alling market; that the debtor class 
was being reduced to industrial slavery 
and that the taxes of India, while nomi- 
nally the same, forced from India 
double the amount of her products, 
which a few years ago paid the tax. 
Gladstone unbiushingly declared that 
England,’ as a creditor nation, could 
stand any amount of appreciation in 
the value of credits, and added that 
governments were not concerned about 
philanthropy.”’ 

Considering the condition of the 
masses in England and India, Waite 
said this was the most brutal remark 
since Cain, with the blood of his mur- 
dered brother crying from the ground, 
insolently asks the Almighty ‘‘Am I my 
brother’s keeper’ Waite denied that 
in the broad sense silver is a local qués- 
tion, and said he could prove from ofti- 
cial statistics that the loss to the agri- 
cultural States from the scarcity of 
money, in good part occasioned by the 
refusal of free coinage in each State in 
the great Mississippi Valley, is fromten 
to twenty times the loss sustained by 
Colorado. The proposal bythe false 
friends of silver, and their allies in 
Wall street, to adopt the present prive 
of bullion silver, ascompared with gold, 
as the new money ratio, would simply 
crystallize all wrongs and injuries 
which the money power has inflicted 
upon the people forthe past twenty 
years. This,.as a Compromise, beats 
the one which the devil proposed to 
Jesus Christ on the mountain. 


WITH ARMS. 


Waite said that an international 
ference for the purpose of settling our 
money affairs by the dictation of a fdr- 
money power, is the most con- 
temptible and God-forsaken idea that 
ever entered th: brain of an American 
citizen. “If we have become, under 
the rule of the two old parties,’’ he 
said, ‘‘only a province of European 
monarchies, then we need another rev- 
olution, another appeal to arms and to 
the God of Hosts.’’ This evoked great 
applause. 

{n closing the Governor said: ‘Who 
is Grover Cleveland, and who is Benja- 
min Harrison, and who are their sup- 
porters in Wali street and Chicago, 
that they dare to drive into poverty 
and exile half a million American free- 
men? There is no use of crying peace 
when there is no peace. The most dan- 
gerous tyranny isthbat enforced under 
the forms of law. Our weapons are 
arguments and the ballot—a free ballot 
and a fair count. If the money power 
shall attempt to sustain its usurpation 
of our rights by a strong hand, as in 
other lands, we will meet that issue if 
it is forced upon us. For it is better, 
infinitely better, rather than that our 
liberties should be destroyed bv the 
tyranny which is oppressing humanity 
all over the world, that we should wade 
through seas of blood—yea, blood to 
our horses’ bridles.’’ 

CLEVELAND SCORED. 

Ex-Congressman Pierce of Tennessee, 
who was Biand’s lieutenant in the last 
Congress, was greeted with great 
enthusiasm, and proceeded to arraign 
President Cleveland in a vigorous man- 
ner. He began by asserting that the

Democracy had no hand im demonetiz- 
ing since 1873, when it was demon- 
etized by the Democratic representa- 
tives from the South and West. Con- 
Stitating an overwhelming majority of 
Democrats on the floor of Congress. 
they have, every time that free silver 
has been presented, cast their votes in 
the interest of the people overwhelm- 
ingly for free silver. | 

A voice from the audience cried: 
‘What will Cleveland do?”’ 

“Cleveland does not represent the 
Democratic party,’’ quickly retorted 
Pierce, and then the convention broke 
loose. Men jumpedto their feet and 
cheered, while a hundred voices yelled 
“That is so; he represents Wall street.’’ 

“Tsay today, as a Democrat,’’ re- 
sumed Pierce, ‘that Grover Cleveland, 
aman from the East who claims to rep- 
resent the Democratic party, d6es not 
represent it, but misrepresents its posi- 
tion on this question.’’ 

Pierce added that Cleveland was 
nominated because the people through- 
out the South thought he was the man 
to protect them against the Force Bill. 
They also believed that he was an 
honest man and would not attempt to 
gO against the interests or will of his 
party upon any question. That the 
leaders were mistaken, Cleveland's 
actions today show. (Applause and 
hisses.). About this time a Populist 
from Georgia asked Pierce how Crisp 
stood. He replied that Crisp had 
stood for twelve years by the people 
on every vote to support free coinage. 
and he (Pierce) could not believe that 
he would play the Judas how. 

about Carlisle?’ yelled an- 
other delegate. 

“If Carlisle favors the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act,’’ replied 
Pierce, “he has gone back on his 
record and on,ali the people he has rép- 
resenred in Congress for years.’’ 

A REMONSTRANCE. 

Chairman Thurman, who yesterday 
expressed in his speech the greatest 
personal regard for President Cleve- 
land, criticised Pierce for drifting into 
partisan discussion. He was almost 
afraid, he said, to call on another 
speaker for fearsome one would think 
it necessary to get up and defend the 
Prohibition party. ‘*We are not here,”’ 
he said, ‘‘as partisans in any way, and 
I hope we will have no more partisan- 
ship.”’ 

Judge Goodwin of Salt Lake made a 
speech of some length. The West, he 
said, was prostrate. Property had been 
destroyed over one-third of the area of 
the republic, but the Western men did 
not come asking favors. They asked 
merely for the recognition of something 
which represented labor immortalized, 
and which had served as a perfect 
measure of Value through the ebb and 
flow of 4000 years. They felt that 
they were asking for as much more for 
the East than the West, as the products 
of the East exceeded the value of those 
of the West. He besought every one 
present to become a missionary in the 
cause, to work with the people, to ap- 
peal to Congressmen and to appeal to 
the President for justice to silver. 

The report of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions was then read. 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

The Committee on Resolutions this 
afternoon submitted a long report. 
The preamble recites that bimetallism 
isas ancient as human history. For 
certainly more than three thousand 
years gold and silver came down 
through the ages hand in hand, their 
relations having varied but a few 
points in allthat time; then, almost 
invariably, through legislation; that 
both metals are named together in the 
Constitution of the United States as the 
money basis of this country; that, in 
1873, without the previous demand of 
any political party or any part of the 
people, and without public discussion, 
silver was stricken from the place it 
occupied since the days of Abraham 
and Pharaoh, under circumstances of 
such secrecy that A. G. Thurman, W. 
M. Stewart, D. W. Voorhees, J. G, 
Blaine, then Speaker of the House; J. 
A. Garfield and other members of Con- 
gress who voted for the bill publicly 
declared that they did not know until 
long afterward that so great a change 


had been made in the financial system. | 


SECRET WORK. 

The resolutions further state that the 
debates in Congress show that the 
measure Was partly ascribed to one 
Ernest Seyd, a London banker, who, it 
is claimed, was sent to Washington by 
the moneyed Classes of the Old World 
to séclire its passage by secret and cor- 
rupt means; that President Grant, who 
signed the bill, declared long subse- 
quently that he did not know it demon- 
etized silver; that the object of the 
attack on silver was to double the pur- 
chasing power of gold, thus reducing 
the price of all commodities, arresting 
enterprise, impoveérishing the toiler 
and degrading mankind; that the awful 
consequences of this act are now upon 
the whole world. 

The people stand in the midst of un- 
paralleled distress, in the shadow of 
impending calamities, beyond estimate. 
The ruling industry of the people who 
inhabit one-third of the area of this re- 
public has been stricken down; prop- 
erty values destroyed and workmen 
compelled to fly as from a pestiience.

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) It looked as if yesterday's 
thunder-claps had cleared the atmos- 
phere of the Board of Trade at the 
opening of this morning's session. Sep- 
tember wheat started 2% higher, at 60, 
with some sales at 6014, but later it sold 
off at 59%. September porks opened un- 
changed at $12, but weakened off to 
$11.40. September lard was 2% cents 
higher at $6.6214. September ribs were 
up to 65 cents. 

The buoyancy, however, was short- 
lived. Soon after opening, the failure 
of D. Eggleston & Son, a widely-known 
firm engaged in carrying lard and pork 
for the Cudahy-Wright clique, was an- 
nounced. This was accompanied by the 
failure of George G. Parker & Co., the 
well-known commission firm. Then 
came the suspension of Thomas Greig, 
a fairly prominent trader. Al] three 
had been rather expected. All of these 
firms were more or less closely con- 
nected with the Cudahy deal. ° 

This caused a break of over 3 cents 
in wheat to 58%, but a rally quickly 
followed to 6014. Ribs remained strong, 
and advanced from $6.25 to $6.85. Pork 
dropped to $11, but recovered to $12.25, 
lard following pork. 

As the day wore on the report be- 
came current that P. D. Armour, the 
packer, had provided for the cash 
wheat that Eggleston was carrying. 
The Eggleston trouble, it was asserted, 
grew out of the hog product, not out 
of grain, and the consequence was a 
tendency to make wheat firm. Large 
seaboard clearances were also a bulling 
factor. Before noon liquidation seeme@ 
completed, and all pits were compara- 
tively quiet and steady. Armour was 
a large buyer of pork at $12. The 
Anglo-American Company purchased 
much lard, and Morris took hold of 
ribs. 

At this time wheat showed an ad- 
vance of 4 cents over last night. Corn 
was up 14@1%, and pork was un- 
changed. Lard was 32% cents higher 
and ribs 50 cents. 

KB. Eggleston, better known as 
“Sandy,” was one of the leading fig- 
ures of the Kershaw failure at the time 
of the collapse of the Fidelity Bank 
corner six years ago. On that occa- 
sion he lost $900,000, but he had some 
left, and his wife also had $1,500,000. 

It is believed that he has been let in 
this time for about $500,000 personally, 
and the firm of D. Eggleston & Co. for 
as much more. Parker & Co.'s losses 
are regarded as about $500,000. Thomas 
Greig has lately not had much trade, 
and his losses are estimated at about 
$10,000. 

On petition a receiver was appointed 
for Eggleston & Co. this evening, the 
liabilities of the firm being given at 
$500,000. A. W. Wright, “who went 
down yesterday, assigned today, but 
no statement was made. His resources 
are believed to be exhausted. He was 
rated at $750.000 a year ago. The 
North American Provision Company 
has assigned, with ass®ts of $500,000.

Director Lawson received $500 fine on 
the ground that he voted to close in 
the belief that the injunction’ had 
lapsed. Director-General Davis was 
fined $2060. President Higinbotham 
and National Commissioners Massey, 
St. Clair and Forbes were discharged 
on the ground that they merely carried 
out the directors’ instructions

LONDON, Aug. 2.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A special from 
Paris says that the Bering Sea Tribunal 
of Arbitration has made good progress, 
and it is expected that a detision will 
be rendered in a fortnight. Every point 
at issue has’ been adjudicated. 

The decision wll give entire satis- 
faction to Great Britain and Canada. 
In every instance, the claims advanced 
by the counsel for Great Britain hold 
good. The decision will be unanimous 
on all points save one, on which Justices 
Harlan and Senator Morgan, the Ameri- 
can arbitrators, held out for the Ameft- 
can claim. The tribunal is now dis- 
cussing the question of regulations to 
govern the seal fisheries. 

PARIS, Aug. 2.—With reference to 
the London report that the Bering Sea 
case had been decided in favor of Great 
Britain, Hon. C. H. Tupper, Canadian 
Minister of Marine and British agent 
here, said that all forecasts are mere 
surmises. The arbitrators had arrived 
at a decision in regard to half of the 
points presented, but did not know 
when the work would terminate. 


SIAM'S STATUS.

Serious Allegations as to 
Its Affairs. 


Mismanagement. Not Hard Times 
| Caused the Failure. 


Large Amounts Poured into Doubt- 
ful Enterprises. 


Stage-robber Evans Concerning the Tovey 
Murder—The Ryecr Will Case—A 
San Diego Property-owner 
Dead- Coast Notes.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Chronicle 
charges that the failure of the Pacific 
Bank; the only commercial bank in 
San Francisco which has closed ‘its 
doors, wage not due to the present finan- 


cial stringency, but to reckless man- 
agement. 

The bank, it says, was hopelessly 
wrecked. Millions of dollars were 
poured out into all sorts of Utopian 
echemes. and the most questionable 


methods were resorted to by the man- 
agement to cover their operations. It 
is doubtful if the bank will liquidate 
with 25 cents on the dollar. The assets 
are largely worthless, and, in many in- 
stances, absolutely fictitious. The Cal- 
dfornian Illustrated Magazine absorbed 
nearly $200,000 of the bank’s money, 
and it is unsecured. 

The overdrafts amount to nearly $90,- 
000. for which it is thought 25 per cent. 
would be a high price. Atty.-Gen. 
Hart, besides five notes for an aggre- 
gate of $20,400, had an overdraft of 
$s600. A few days ago the Attorney- 
General gave a decision stating that 
the bank was solvent, and recommend- 
ing that it resume business. Among 
those who secured loans from the bank 
on unsecured notes were doctors, law- 
yers, judges, newspaper men, politi- 
cians. merchants and others. Altogether 
about $2,000,000 is gone. 

The Chronicle closes 
saying: “The condition of the bank 
shows conclusively that. the financial 
etress had nothing to do with its fail- 
ure. The great wonder is that it did 
not fail long ago. It would have been a 
blessing to the city if it had collapsed 
when it had used its resources, instead 
of continuing in its course of reckless- 
ness, and using up funds with which it 
had been entrusted.” 

Many of the stockholders of the bank 
are very wealthy men, and it is con- 
tended that if the depreciation in the 
bank's assets as alleged be true, assess- 
ment of their stock will tend largely to 
make good the deficiency.

Minister Blount’s Name Used 
by Royalists 


In the Presentation of a Gift to 
Claus Spreckels. 


Prof. Alexander to Assist Minister Thurston. 
Ex-Premier Parker Reaches the End 
of His Credit--The Leper Chief 
Still at Large. 


By Telegraph to Tae Timer. 

HONOLULU, July 26.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press via San 
Francisco, Aug. 2.) The Royalists, who 


presented a cane to Claus Spreckels 
just before the steamer Australia 
sailed, have deeply offended Minister 


Blount by the unauthorized use of his 
name, and the matter has become the 
subject of diplomatic correspondence. 
Just before the Australia left this 
port a prearranged scheme of present- 
ing Claus Spreckels with a cane in- 
scribed with a list of names, headed 
by those of Liliuokalani and James H., 
Blount, was carried out amid the pop- 
ping of corks from bottles of cham- 
pagne, furnished to his friends by Mr. 
Spreckels. The Royalists took occasion 
to assert on the boat and wharf that 
‘Minister Blount had allowed the use 
of his name to show his appreciation 
of Spreckels and of the Queen's cause. 
Within half an hour after the news 
became public Minister Blount de- 
nounced the matter in an excited man- 
ner as an outrage, and authorized a 


During the afternoon President Dole, 
who witnessed the presentation from 
the wharf, called on Minister Blount 
in an unofficial capacity, and spent an 
hour talking over the inatter. 

On July 20 Minister Blount sent the 
provisional government a note calling 
their attention to the matter, and the 
movernment at once began an investi- 
gation as \o the persons responsible. 
Charles Creight6n, who made the pre- 
sentation speech, was officially written 
to, and at 3 p.m. today left his reply 
at the Foreign Office. At 4 p.m. Pres- 
ident Dole returned & The office and 
read the letter. It contained an at- 
tempted explanation of the use of 
Blount’s name, and expressed the re- 
gret of the four Royalists who partici- 
pated that offense had been given. 

President Dole at once called a Cab- 
inet meting to consider the matter. The 
better written to Creighton demanded a 
full explanation and an apology for the 
use of Blount’s name. The provisional 
government is fully in earnest in sift- 
ing the matter, and, it is understood, 
will not stop short of full reparation to 
the American Minister. The Cabinet 
refused to accept the apology sent by 
the Royalists, through Creighton, and 
the letter was returned to him this 
evening. The government will decide 
on its course of action after consulting 
with Minister Blount tomorrow. 

TO ASSIST THURSTON. 

Prof. W. D. Alexander, special com- 
missioner of the provisional government 
to Washington, to assist Minister Thurs- 
ton, leaves on the steamer Monowai on 
July 27. President Dole said today that 
Prof. Alexander would not. be given 
specific instructions, but, owing to the 
great confidence which the government 
placed in.him, he would be given carte 
blanche authority to act with Minister 
Thurston for Hawaiian interests as oc- 
casion might arise. 

A petition has been filed to declare 
Samuel Parker, ex-premier of the 
Queen, a bankrupt. The action was 
taken by a hundred or more unsecured 
creditors, whose claims reach $59,847. 
The total chiims against the estate 
amount to $282,847.39; all, except the 
amount first mentioned, being secured 
by first mortgages. The property is 
mostly situated on the island of 
Hawaii; and will barely pay the first 
mortgages. Parker, who has spent 
$900.00) in the past nine years of the 
monarchy as the roval favorite, will be 
left without a cent. and without credit. 

THE LEPER CHIEF. 

Nothing further has been heard from 
the leper outlaw who shot three of the 
government soldiers, and it is not be- 
lieved that he has, as yet. returned to 
the Valley of Kalalau. All of the cap- 
tured lepers, tweniy-two in number, 
together with eighteen others, have 
been taken to the leper settlement. 

Minister Blount and President Dole, 
accompanied by several prominent citi- 
zens, wisited Pear! Harbor last week. 
Minister Blount made the trip partiv 
for the inspection of the harbor, and 
expressed himself as greatly pleased 
with the place as a site for a naval sta- 
tion. 

E. Cc. Crick, the conspirator who 
was not held for trial, has sued the 
government to recover $50,000 damages. 

ANOTHER MOVEMENT. 

The latest move on the part of the 
supporters of the ex-Queen has been to 
attempt to hold the vatives together an 
the question of opposition to the gov- 
ernment’s policy of the segregation of 
lepers. 

To give color to this opposition, Dr. 
George Treausseau, a leading Royalist 
and Frenchman, last week resigned 
from the Board of Medical Examiners 
on Leprosy, claiming that since the 
publication of the report of the Indian 
Commissioners on Leprosy, he had he- 
come a bellever in the non-contagtious- 
ness of leprosy, even by. inoculation, 
The doctor's declaration has been re- 
ceived with general ridicule, and the 
movement is already virtually dead. 

J. O: Carter another prominent Roy- 
alist, resigned abeut the same time 
from the Board of Health to strengthen 
the movement. 


Coming Home. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—While Sec- 
retary Gresham will not consent to be- 
ing questioned on -the subject of 
Blount’s reported home-coming, it is 
positively stated that the \Minister has 
decided to leave Honolulu 
with the intention of coming direct to 
Washington. A careful investigation 
indicates that the synopsis of instruc- 
tions to Blount previously contained in 
a dispatch from San Francisco is sub- 
stantially correct. 


A BARONESS SUES. 


Action to Recover Millions of Acres of Land 
in America. 

RICHMOND (Va.,) Aug. 2.—The pa- 
pers in the suit brought by Baroness de 
Loques, mother of Mrs. Maybrick, who 
is now serving a term in England for 
the alleged murder of her husband, has 
been filed here. Thev are to set aside 
deeds made to D. W. Armstrong of 
Louisville, Ky., involving titles to sev- 
eral million acres of landin Virginia, 
West Virginia and Kentucky that Mme. 
de Loques claims’ she. inherited. 
She says that facts were misrepre- 
sented to her when the papers were

lation demonetizing silver or restrict- 
ing the coinage thereof must be immedi- 
ately and completely repealed by an 
act restoring the coinage of the country 
to the conditions established by the 
founders of the nation, which continued 
over eighty years without a complaint 
from any part of our people. 

Every hour’s delay in undoing the 
corrupt work of Ernest Seyd, and of our 
foreign enemies, is an insult to the dig- 
nity of the American people; a crush- 
ing burden on their prosperity, and an 
attempt to place wus again under the 
yoke from which George Washington 
and his compatriots rescued us. 

“We pretest against the financiag 
policy of the United States being made 
dependent upon the opinion or policies 
of any foreign government, and assert 
the power of this nation to stand on its 
own feet and legislate for itself upon 
all subjects. We assert that the only 
remedy for purely metallic financial 
troubles is to open the mints of the na- 
tion to gold and silver on equal terms, 
at the old ratio of 16 of silver to 1 of 
gold. Whenever silver bullion can be 
exchanged at the mints for legal tender 
silver dollars worth 100 cents, that 
moment 41245 grains of standard sil- 
ver will be worth 100 cents, and, as 
commerce equalizes the prices of all 
commodities throvghout world, 
whenever 41234 grains of standard sil- 
ver are worth 100 cents in the United 
States, it will be worth thateverywhere 
else and cannot be bought for less. 

THE SHERMAN ACT. 

‘While it may be urged that such re- 
sults would enhance the price of silver 
bullion, it is sufficient for us to know 
that a similar case may be made in the 
price of every kind of property, except 
in gold and credit, in the civilized 
world. It would be a shallow, selfish 
class that would deny justice to 
the mining industries at the cost of 
bankruptcy tothe whole people. The 
legislation to demonetize silver has 
given an unjust increase to the value of 
gold atthe cost of the prosperity of 
mankind. Wheat and all other agri- 
cultural products have ridden side by 
side with silver."’ 

The resolutions declare that while 
the Sherman act of July 14 was the de- 
vice of an enemy to prevent the restor- 
ation of free coinage, and is greatly 
objectionable because it continues the 
practical exclusion of silver from the 
mints, and reduces it from a money 
metal to a commercial commodity, 
nevertheless, its repeal, without the 
restoration of free coinage, would stop 
the expansion of our currency required 
by our growth in population and busi- 
ness and would widen still farther the 
distance between the two precious 
metals, thus making a return to bi- 
metallism more difficult. Jt would 
greatly increase the purchasing power 
of gold: still further break down the 
price of the products of the farmer, 
laborer, mechanic and tradesman, and 
plunge still farther all commerce, busi- 
ness and industry into such depths of 
wretchedness as to endanger the pres- 
ervation of free institutions and the 
very maintenance of civilization. 

‘We therefore, in the name of the 
republic of humanity, protest against 
the repeal of the said actof July 14, 
18390, except by an act restoring free 


jebimetallic coinage as it existed prior 


to 1873. We suggest the maintenance 
of bimetallism- by the United States, at 
aratioof 16 to 1, will increase our 
commerce with. al silver-using coun- 


| tries, @pbracing.a-third of the world, } 


decreasing our commerce with the 
twenty-eight nations which buy our 
raw material; and that it will sooner 
compel the adoption of bimetallism by 
the nations of Europe than any other 
means. 

A PROTEST. 


‘‘We assert that theyunparalleled cal- 
amities which afflict the American peo- 
ple are not due to the so-called Sher- 
inan act of 1890, and, in proof thereof, 
call attention to the fact that the sa.e 
conditions now prevail over all thegold- 
standard countries of the world. We 
are convinced that, bad as ig the state 
of affairs in this country, it would be 
still worse but§for the Sherman act, by 
which the nation has obtained, to some 
extent. the exchanging of circulation 
to meet the demands of a continent in 
the process of colonization, the busi- 
ness exigencies of the most energetic 
and industrious race that has ever 
dwelt on the earth, and we insist upon 
the execution of the law, without eva- 
sion, so long as it is upon the statute 
books, and upon the purchase of a full 
amount of silver each month that it 
provides for, and that the monthly ad- 
dition to the circulating medium that 
this law secures shail be . maintained. 
We would call the attention of the peo- 
ple to the fact that in the midst of all 
the troubles of the time, the value of 
the national bond and national legal- 
tender money, whether made of gold, 
silver or paper, has not fallen a par- 
ticle. 

THE BANKERS. 

‘The distrust is not of the government 
or its money. but of the banks, which 
have, as we believe, precipitated the 
present panic on the country in an ill- 
advised effort to control the action of 
Congress on the silver question, and to 
issue bonds. We invite the bankers to 
attend to their legitimate business and 
permit the rest the people to have their 
full share in the control of the govern- 
ment. In this way they will much 
sooner restore that confidence which is 
so necessary to the prosperity of the 
people. It must not be forgotten that 
while the boards of trade, chambers of 
commerce, bankers or money dealers 
are wealthy and valuable men in their 
places, the republic can more safely re- 
pose upon the great mass of its peace- 
ful toilers and producers. The time 
has come when the politics of the na- 
tion should revert, as far as possible, 
tothe simple, pure condition out of 
which the republic arose. We suggest, 
for the consideration of our fellow- 
citizens, that the ‘refusal of the oppo- 
tients cf bimetallism to propose any 
substitute for *he present law or to 
elaborate any plan for the future, indi- 
cates either ignorance of our financial 
needs or an unwillingness to take the 
public into their confidence, and we de- 
nounce the attempt to unconstitution- 
ally repeal the Sherman act as an at- 
tempt to secure gold monometallism in 
flagrant violation of the last national 
platform of all of the political parties. 

The committee also recommended 
that the convention immediately ap 
point a committee composed of a mem- 
ber from each State and Territory to 
actin conjunction with the American 
National Bimetallic League jointly to 
devise a plan and provide ways and 
means for impressing upon Congress 
and the people the impending perils 
from final demonetization of silver. 

BROWNE, THE CLOWN. 

When Reagan moved the adoption of 
the platform, there was aloud protest 
from Carl Browne from California, who 
objected to the second clause, wherein 
he alleged that the committee declared 
gold and silver to be the basis of all 
money. He thought land should also be 
regarded as a basis of money.

£0 coined be made bv the government 
worth one hundred cents in gold.

People Who Knew Her 
in lowa. 


A Decided Difference of Opinion 
Seems to Exist. 


Some Declare That ter Sickness 
Was Feigned, 


—p--- 


While Others Insist That it Was Genuine— 
The Main Points at Issue as Yet 
Not Decided-——Conflicting 
TeStimony. 


There is a large fowa contingent 
resident in Los Angeles, hailing froim 
the city of Belle Plaine, all of whom 
have known Mrs. Ada U. Walton, 
formerly Daniels, previous to her re- 
moval to Dakota and California. Nearly 
all of these former Iowans were yester- 
day given the opportunity to contribute 
their testimony as ty. the reputation 
and physical health, at the time of 
tueir acquaintance with her, of the wo- 
man who claims. restoration through 
divine favor. 

The weight of evidence of many of 
these people is strong against divine 
interposition, although only as it has 
been claimed in. her case; and yet it 
must be asserted that the vital points 
in the so-called ‘healing’. seem to re- 
main untouched. 

The effort has been made to prove 
that Mrs. Walton, then Daniels, while 
a resident of lowa, and later, while a 
resident of Coronado Beach, was whim- 
sical, fond of notoriety, apt to be de- 
luded with new beliefs, and was looked 
upen as unreliable, The truth of cach 
and every one of these charges may be 
conceded, and yet the foundation of the 
great change which she claims to have 
experienced has nat been shaken. 

The lowa representatives, who, at va- 
rious times during the past few years, 
have left Belle Plaine and settled in 
los Angeles, are widely scattered. One 
family was found in a country cottage 
a long distance away, across Brooklyn 
licights. The man js a ranchman. An 
elderly couple have a neat home on 
Boyle Heights. A business man, whvu 
has his office on Spring street, lives 
well out toward Pico Heights, where 
his family was seén. -There is a lovely 
home on Figuetdw street. where old 
times were being: discussed yesterday, 
and where a reporter was fortunate in 
tinding still other Belle Plaine residents, 
who were guests for the day. Here ac- 
quaintances Were met who had known 
Mrs. Walton before she ‘contracted 
either marriage. A prominent business 
man of Broadway has known her and 
her former husband fer twenty years. 
There are numerous others, whose of- 
fices and residences are scattered 
throughout the city, who have a dis- 
tinet remembrance of the ex-hardware 
merchant and harness-maker of Belle 
Plaine and hits fansily. 

Mrs. Walton has said that her previ- 
ous domestic history .is a private af- 
fair, to which the public has no right. 
In a measure, this is truce. The object 
of yesterday's investigation was to 
prove, if possible, her:previous physical 
condition, and whether, as claimed: by 
some, she has been an acknowledged 
victim of hysteria’ and nervofs dis- 
orders. The burden of testimony seems 
to be that she is of a hysterical type. 
subject to peculiar, piloods and sudden 
changes. Sorfrél ssVthe belief that 
much of her illness fr years has been 
feigned. Others regard it as real, and 
that she has been a great sufferer, wae 
do not look upon her as one of the 
elect whom the Lord would have chosen 
to heal. One former neighbor admitted 
frankly: “! do not held that the Lord 
cannot heal now, as centuries ago. I 
believe that He can. But I don't be- 
lieve He would do it for Mrs. Walton.” 
This woman has a son, an “exemplary 
young man,” the and he 
has rheumatism... 4f, the Lord 
wanted to heal,” she.asks, “why 
He heal my son instead of her?’ It is 
a question that is impossible to answer. 

It must be borne in mind that none 
of those who are denouneing the pres- 
ent case of alleged divine healing as a 
fraudulent one, haves Mts. “Walton 
or known anything of her physical ¢on- 
dition since coming to California. The 
only exceptions are the two who have 
known her on Coronado Beach. If a 
woman has lain in bed for twenty- 
eight months, and then suddenly arises 
and walks unaided and with no re- 
lapse to weakness, continuing steadily 
to improve, it certainly seems as though 
something more than human must sus- 
tain her. And Mrs. “Watton has per- 
sistently and emphatically claimed, 
from the first change in her condition, 
that her healing was not more instan- 
taneous than complete; that she was 
healed physically, mentally and spirit- 
ually.

sition was made to*the conference on 
the part of the Santa Fe Railroad, 
touching a project looking toward the 
erection of buildings, etc., im Santa 
Monica, for the exclisive tsq of the 
Methodists in Southern California. A 
committee was appointed by the con- 
ference to look into the matter and _re- 
port atan adjourned meeting, to be 
held in Los Angeles on August 8. 

This committee, through Rev. Dr. 
Stevenson, has completed its report 
and shows that the above railroad com- 
pany have offered to donate five acres 
ot land near their depot in Santa 
Monica and build thereon a pavilion 
capable of seating 2500 people. They 
have offered to pipe water on the Jand 
and build sidewalks, and also build a 
number of cottages for renting pur- 
poses. They will, besides, give ground 
rent free to any one desiring to erect a 
tent or cottage upon it.

Second Day of the Alliance 


Summer School. 


A Noticeable Increase in the Attendance— 
Interesting Papers Read Before the 
Programme 


Yesterday was the second day of. the 
summer school of the Presbyterian Alli- 
ance, which is holding its interesting 
sessions in the First Presbyterian 
Church of Pasadena. The attendance 
was noticeably larger than on the open- 
ing day, and all the papers read _ pos- 
sessed a high degree of excellence. 

The afternoon session began shortly 
after 2 o'clock, in the lecture-room. 
The opening exercises, consisting of 
singing and a prayer, 
by Rev. S. H. Weller, chairman of the 
Committee of Arrangements. 

Rev. H. B. Gage of Riverside was in- 
troduced as the first speaker. ‘The sub- 
ject of his paper was ‘‘Why Not Immer- 
sion?’ Mr. Gage stated at the outset 
that baptism by immersion must die. 
He was present only to discuss the 
proper mode of administering baptism, 


and in the course of an able and 
interesting argument that lasted 
for an hour he _ presented a 


strong array of facts in favor of 
sprinkling, as opposed to immersion. 
Some time was devoted to a discyssion 
ofthe Greek derivation of the word 
‘baptism,’’ asa result .of which it is 
evident that its meaning is not re- 
stricted toimmersion. Various scrip- 
tural instances were cited where bap- 
tism was administered by other means 
than immersion. Indeed it was Claimed 
that all scripture teaches that immer- 
sion is not the Christian mode of ad- 
ministering this sacred rite. The 
speaker thought that the very argu- 
ments used by the Baptists and other 
believers in immersion to prove their 
side of the case are anything but con- 
clusive. Considerable stress was laid 
on the preparation that is necessary in 
this modern age for baptizing a candi- 
date by immersion. Then it pointed 
out-how in apostolic days this ceremony 
was performed at any time and place 
without preparation, from which it was 
inferred that immersion could not have 
been the method employed. Among 
Mr. Gage’s most attentive’ listeners 
were Rev. Mr. Harris of the Baptist 
Church and Rev. Mr. Garvin of the 
Christian Church. 

The other paper of the afternoon was 
read by Judge J. W. McKinley of Les 
Angeles, on the subject, **What Qualifi- 
cations for Suffrage May the State Re- 
quire of Its Citizens!’ The address 
wasinthe nature of a reviewof the 
laws on the elective franchise, as they 
exist in the different States. The dis- 
tinction between natural and political 
rights was clearly drawn. + While gov- 
ernments are established to preserve 
such rights to each individual, they 
must, in turn, demand the surrender of 
certain rights and liberties of the indi- 
vidual for the common good. Kefer- 
ring to our naturalization laws, the 


rspeaker favored the application of 


more stringent methods to debar from 
citizenship the undesirable class of for- 
eigners. The address was instructive, 
and held the close attention of all pres- 
ent. After a general discussion of the 
subjects above mentioned, the meeting 
adjourned. 

‘the evening session was held jn the 
main audience-room. Rev. Mr. Weller 
conducted the opening exercises, which 
included singing and a prayer by Rev. 
H. W. Crabbe of Los Angeles. Dr. 
Barnum, an Eastern visitor, presided at 
the big organ. A collection was taken 
up todefray the incidental expenses. 
‘The paper of the evening was read by 
Kiev. J. B. Stewart of Pasadena on the 
subject *‘The Unscholarly Search of a 
iower Criticism,’’ which was delight- 
fully handled in the style so character- 
istic of this learned divine. It was a 
vigorous defense of the Bible as it is 
now, whether or not it is free from er- 
rors. It is the word of ‘God and the 
only rule of faith_ ctice as it 
stands today. e tribute was paid to 
the great cayse of education. A col- 
lege course 2\was extolled, but the 
preachers and Sunday-school teachers 
were advised to keep their learning in 
the backgro and expound the gos- 
pel simply so that all may understand. 
The Bible must be the preacher’s au- 
thority and be kept ready for constant 
reference. Lack of time and space 
prevents further reference to this pa- 
per, which was one of the most inter- 
esting that has yet been read before 
the alliance.

NOT AFFECTED. 


The Los Angeles Packing-house 
is All Right. 


John Cudahy Not Interested int the Local 
Establishment—An Interview With 
Mr. Maurice, the Manager 
in Los Angeles. 


The failure of John Cudahy, the pork 
packer, in Chicago Monday will haye 
no effect upoa the Los Angeles packing- 
house, for the reason that John Cudahy 
has nothing to do with the firm owning 
the Los Angeles establishment. The 
head of the latter concern is Michael 
Cudahy, and it was Michael who re- 
cently visited Los Angeles and started 
going the enterprise which has since 
been realized. There are four Cudahys 
who are large pork packers and graib 
operators, and they are ali brothers. 
They are not united in their interests, 
however, for John and Patrick are to- 
gether, and Michael and Edward 
A. are together as separate con- 
cerns. John and Patrick have large 
packing concerns at Milwaukee, 
Louisville and Cincinnati,- while 
the interests of Michael and his 
brother Edward are at Omaha, Kansas 
City and now at Los Angeles. John 
Cudaby has long been famous as one of 
the most extensive operatorsin food 
products in the United States; he is both 
a ‘bull’? and a ‘‘bear,’’ “long’’ in some 
things.and ‘‘short’’ in others, so there is 
no certainty upon which side of the 
market in any given commodity he may 
be found; in pork products, however, 
bis packing interests usually place him 
on the “‘bull’’ side, and it was as a 
“bull” operator that he was caught in 
the squeeze of Monday. 

A fact which is also well known is 
that Joho Cudahy was largely inter- 
ested in the Mutual Bank of Milwaukee, 
which recently failed, and it is believed 
that large sums ot his money are tied 
up at present in that institution, so that 
he was unable to control them in his 
operations, and this is taken as one of 
the important causes of his failure. 
“Ofone thing! am very sure,’’ re- 
marked a gentleman yesterday. who 


knows John Cudahy very well, ‘‘and | 


that is that Cudahy has not failed 
with no money. Ife has got a snug 
sum.somewhere, and we shall hear from 


him again.”’ 


A reporter of The ‘Times visited the 
packing works yesterday afternoon and 
interviewed Mr. Maurice, who is in 
charge there. The gentleman reiter- 
ated the above concerning the differ- 
ence between the firms of Michael and 
Jobn Cudahy, declaring the only effect 
the Los Angeles packing-house would 
feel from the failure would be a slight 
lowering in the price of pork. 

Mr. Maurice was, at the time, in. his 
shirt sleeves, vigorously poking the 
hams of a stout porker witha long 
stick, which porker declined to run 
down a gang plank from a boxcar to 
the packing-house yards. 

There were three carloads of these 
hogs that were then being unloaded, 
and they had reached here yesterday 
from Fresno. 

“Where do you get the most of your 
hogs from?’’ was asked. 

‘From the coungies north of us,’’ was 
the reply. ‘‘They are sent here from 
‘way up in Kings county; they are good 
hogs, too. We sent men out around 
Los Angeles county, trying to stir up 
hogs, but they didn’t stir very lively. 
Farmers about here seemto have an 
exorbitant idea of what hogs are worth; 
they want 8 and 10 cents a pound for 
them, and won’t sell them for less. We 
think 6 cents is a good price for hogs 
on the hoof. A man came here yester- 
day to sell his hogs, and said that when 
we gave 8 cents per pound we could 
have his hogs, that he cuuld sell them 
to the Chinamen and get that much. 


never heard what the Chinamen 
did with them, as very few of 
them butchers. We do not 


expect this sort of thing to continue, 
however, and we soon expect to peta 
good many hogs from Los Angeles 
county. There are people going into 


hog-raising on a large scale, and be- | 


cause “we are here, so expect that 
next year we shall draw heavily on this 
county, from which at present we are 
getting very few hogs.”’ 

“What are -you doing with 
meat?’’ M¥. Maurice was asked. 

“We are not packing it, certain,’’ 
was the reply. ‘‘We can't pack any- 
thing the way prices are now. We are 
killing an average of seventy-five hogs 
per day and turning out almost ten 
thousand poundsof meat daily. We sell 
it'all fresh..to local concerns. We ren- 
der iard, and that, too, we sell here. 
We are shipping nothing. We are now 
working about thirty men, and we kill 


your 


every day; it takes us about 
three hours to kill, doing it all 
in the morning; if we were 


pressed we could do it all in an 
hour. These hogs we are getting in 
now we shall not kill for forty-eight 
hours. We give them that long to 
freshen up after their ride, and get the 
fever out of them. We feed them for 
twenty-four hours, and the twenty-four 
hours preceding their demise we let 
them go without food, so they all die 
hungry."’ 

Mr. Maurice closed by saying: 
‘‘Taking all things together, the com- 
pany has done almost as well as could 
be expected, considering thatthey have 
got to build up the hog-raising industry 
about them. ‘The conditions are all fa- 
vorable to a large annual growth of 
hogs. Allthe people have needed is an 
incentive, a. market close at hand. 
That they now have, and the good ef- 
fects of it will shortly be seen.”” 


SOLVENT CREDITS. 


Further Inquired into by the Board of 
Equalization. 

The Board of Equalization was in ses- 
sion as usual yesterday. 

The firm of K. Cohn & Co. had been 
cited to show cause why the assessment 
on its solvent credits should not be 
raised from $10 to $85,000. 

R. Altschul, the bookkeeper, appeared 
for the firm, and stated that there were 
no solvent credits in the possession of 
the firm on March 1. The concern was 
at that time owing $200,000. 

When askedto whom this money was 
owing. Mr. Altschul said it was not the 
business of the firm to divulge. 

Chairman Nickell saidthat the object 
of the board was to find where such 
money was, so as be to able asesis it, 
but the witness still declined to give the 
names asked for.a 

H. Newmark ofthe firm of K. Cohn & 
Co. had been cited to show why he 
should not be raised for solvent credits 
from nothing to:@65,000. He stated 
that he never hada private bank ac- 
count in his life and that he did all his 
business through the firm of which he 
was amember. The firm owed him on 
March 1 between $40,000 and §$50,- 
OOO. If the firm were today to pay its 
debts it would not have money enough 
todo itand would have to sell real 
estate in order to liquidate them. 

Chairman Nickell said he wished to 
inquire how it was that the firm did all 
its business on credit.or with borrowed.

THE CITY BANK. 


The Safe Deposit Vaults Solid 
Yesterday. 


A Dividend of to Per Cent. Expected ina 
Short Time—The County Funds 
Will Be Paid Out 
First. 


The safe deposit vaults in the City 
Bank. were yesterday sold to the Sav- 
ings Bank of Southern California. Tbe 
latter institution has recently purchaged 
the building in which it is now located, 
and is making extensive improvements, 
among them being’ the addition of the 
vault system. 

The price realized for the vaults. was 
not learned, although it is said to ‘be 
very low. Receiver Brodtbeck has ad- 
vertised them for sale for several 
weeks, and, in all, received three bids. 
The Southern California Savings Bank 
offered the most money, and the court 
yesterday ordered the sale, 

It is the intention of the receiver, af- 
ter the vaults are removed, to sell the 
remaining. fixtures, if possible. Whether 
this is done or not, the bank will be 
moved from its present quarters at the 
end of the month, and affatrs there- 


after conducted on a more economical 
basis. 


The decision of Judge Shaw yesterday 
in the preferred claims cases has given 
hopes that a general. dividend of 10 
per cent. will soon be declared. The 


} county's funds, which were on special 


deposit, is the only thing Which stands 
in the way. Many think that Judge 
Shaw's decision covers the county 
funds, and that all the money in the 
receiver's possession, whether on epe- 
cial deposit or otherwise, will be divided 
pro rata among all the depositors.

SOMETHING IN THE EYE. 


Methods by Which Porcign Particles Can Be 
Gotten Rid Of. 

Never_needlessly expose the eyes to 
foreign particles, but when necessary 
wear plain glasses or goggles. When 
experimenting with chemicles always 
turn the mouth of the tube or bottle 
away from the face and eyes. When- 
ever an eye is injured severely, says 
the Hygienic Doctor, place the patient 
immediately in a dark room and under 
the care of a skilled physician, whose 
directions must be implicitly followed. 
The foreign bodies may be solids, as 


sand, cinders, hair, dirt, ete., lime, 
acids or alkalies. Don’t rub the eyes, 
avoid sudden glares of light, never 


look directly at the sun. : 

To remove the solid particles from 
under the lids it is sufficient to pull 
the lid away from the eye and wipe 
the body with a piece of moist paper or 
the corner of a handkerchief: if it is 
under the upper lid, grasp the lid 


‘firmly between the thumb and finger, 


lift it from the eyeball and draw it 


.down over the lower lid, and then 


allow it to slide slowly back to its nat- 
ural position. The foreign body will! 
be scraped off on the lashes. The 
operation may be repeated several 
times. Or lift the lid from the eyeball, 
allow the tears to accumulate beneath 
the lid and forcibly blow the nose. Or 


place in the eye a few grains. of flax- 
seed, which, forming a mucilage, will . 


promptly bring relief. Or place across 
the upper lid the point of a pencil or 
bodkin and turn the lid back over it. 
In this way the foreign particle is 
brought into distinct view and can be 
readily wiped away. 

Lime and Roman cement are very 
destructive to the eyes if permitted ta 
remain any conriderable time. Wash 
the eves immediately with water, then 
with water covctining lemon juicg or 
vinegar. | 

For acids in the eyes wash with 
water containing a little ammonia or 
baking soda. 

For alkalies wash with water con- 
taining vinegar or lemon juice. 


A Hardy Cactus. 

There grows upon the sands of the 
Atlantic Coast, at least as far north as 
the Virginia line, a little cactus with e 
pretty yellow flower. It flourishes in 
the dryest seasons and where naught 
but bare sand is visible for many 
square yards. The secret of its sturdy 
growth amid hard conditions is found, 
perhaps, in the character of its roots. 
They are long and teugh, like twine 
cord, and radiating in several di 
tions, they convey to the plant what- 
ever moisture the ground contaifs for 
yards around. Oddly enough, too, this 
cactus, when torn up by the roots and

PETITIONS DENIED. 


Koll and Shields’s Claims 
Not Preferred. 


No Prior Rights on Funds of 
the City Bank. 


Verdict of Acquittal in the Chinese 
Murder Case. 


The Result of the Trial Rather in the Nuture 
of a Surprise—The Farber Rape 
, Case to Come Up Today— 
Court Notes. 

Upon the petitions of Hermann Koll 
and.A. M. Shields, who asked that their 
claims against the defunct City Bank 
be declared preferrec claims and be 
paid in priority tothe general credit- 
ors, Judge Shaw yesterday rendered an 
opinion deciding contrary to the re- 
quésts of the petitioners. The claim 
in each case was that the money which 
it wasalleged that the defunct bank 
received on bebalf of the petitioners 
never became the property of the City 
Bank, but was held by it in trust and 
Was mingled by it with other property, 
and in that condition had come into the 
hands of the receiver. 

‘“‘As there will be other cases involv- 
ing the same questions discussed in 
thes®@,’’ stated the court in the opinion, 
‘“‘T have given the matter very thorough 
consideration, although I have come to 
the conciusion that the evidence does 
not sustain the cases as claimed by the 
several petitioners. The best state- 
ment of the doctrine of equity upon the 
question involved is that of Judge Brad- 
ley in Frelinghysen vs. Nugent, which 
is quoted and approved by Judge Ross 
in County of San Diego vs, Bank, and is 
as follows: 

‘Formerly, the equitable right of fol- 
towing misapplied money into the 
hands of the parties recciving it de- 
es wpon the ability of identifying 
it. This right was first extended to the 
proceeds of the property, namely, to 
that which was procured in place of it 
by exchange or sale; but if it became 
confused with other property of the 
same kind so as not to be distinguish- 
able, without .any fault on the part of 
thé ‘possessor, the equity was lost. 
Finally, however, it has been held as 
the better doctrine that confusion does 
not destroy the equity entirely, but con- 
verts it into a charge upon the entire 
mass, giving to the party injured by the 
unlawful diversion a priority of right 
over the other creditors of the pos- 
sessor.’ 

‘It will be seen from the above state- 
ment of the doctrine that, although the 
rule of equity has been largely extended 
in modern times, yet it still remains 
necessary that the fund or property. on 
account of which the lien or priority is 
claimed to exist, be traced into the 
estate upon which the charge is sought 
to Le made. This is clearly shown in 
the ‘case of Continental Bank vs. 
Weems, above cited, where a clear dis- 
tinction is drawn between a trust fund, 
which was id into the vaults of a 
bank, and, though indistinguishable, 
still remained there until the entire as- 
sets went into the hands.of a receiver, 
and a case where such trust fund was 
specifically used to pay a debt of the 
bank, and never became a part of the 
assets. 

‘*In the latter case, it was held that 
there was no priority, because, although 
the trust fund may have gone to benefit 
the estate in one sense, yet it did not 
contribute to swell the assets. None of 
the cases cited are contrary to this 
doctrine of fact (although some ap- 
parently are,) except the case of 
Francis vs. Evans, 33 N. W. Reporter, 
93. Inthatcase it wae held that a 
trust estate used by a bank specifically 
in payment of its debts was still a 
charge upon the entire assets of the 
bank. This, however, 1 believe to be 
the only case to be found which de- 
Clares this doctrine. in every other 
case which I have seen, the fact has ap- 
peared that the trust fund at some time 
entered into and became specifically a 
part of the general estate of the trustee, 
or became mingled with some par- 
ticular portion of its estate. ~ 

‘The facts inthe case of the peti- 
tioner Koll come cleariy within the 
doctrine laid down in Bank vs. Weems, 
above referred to. [rom the aftidavits 
and testimony inthe case, it appears 
that Koll, on June 17. left with the 
City Bank for collection, a draft on a 
bank in Omaha; that the City Bank 
on the same day forwarded the 
draft to the First National Bank 
of' San Francisco with directions 
to credit the proceeds to the City 
Bank. The City Bank was at that time 
in debt to the First National Bank 
named on gencral account, and the First 
National Bank on the 19th of June 
ercdited the amount of said draft to the 
City Bank. and the same went to re- 
duce the amount of said indebtedness. 
On June 20 the City Bank closed its 
doors, and on the 21st a receiver was 
appointed, It thus appears that the 
draft of the petitioner Koll never en- 
tered into or became any part of the as- 
sets which have zone into the hands of 
the receiver, but, on the contrary, it was 
used by the City Bank to pay a part of 
its debt tothe First National Bank of 
San Francisco. It therefore follows 
that the petitioner can have no priority 
Over other creditors on account of said 
draft. 

“In regard to the petition of Shields, 
Iam cf the opinion from the evidence 
that before the bank closed its doors, 
the amount of the collection in deposit 
had been properly credited to the gen- 
eral account of said Shields subject to 
check, and that the relation of said 
bank to said Shields was not that of a 
trustee, but of a debtor. 

‘In regard to the claim of Neville. it 
appears thatthe check left by him with 
the bank for coilection on June 8 
was delivered with the understanding 
that it would not become subject to 
check, norcredited as a general de- 
posit, until the said bank had made col- 
lection of the proceeds. The City Bank 
forwarded the check to the Hanover 
National Bank for collection, and the 
Hanover bank, on June 14, collected 
the same and informed the City Bank 
of the fact by mail. This information 
was received by the City Bank on June 

19, and the amount was then credited 
to the account of Neville. It appears, 
also, that priorto the delivery of said 
check for collection, Neville was a cus- 
tomer of the bank, and had a sum of 
money thereon deposit. From this it 
‘is clear that the proceeds of said check, 
when collected, became a general de- 
posit in the hands of the bank, subject 
to check by the petitioner. The rela- 
_ tion, therefore, between them was that 
of debtor and creditor. and not trus- 
tee and beneficiary. and hence there 
could be no charge upon gencrai assets. 

‘It is, therefore, ordered that the 
petition of each petitioner be denied.”’

A motion was yesterday. offered in

pus. Everettis the man who was ac- 
cused of committing adultery with Mrs. 
Nellie Wagstaff, the young woman who 
deserted her husband at Murietta sev. 

Mrs. Wagstaff had 
been on intimate terms with the Everett 
family, and when she left the place 
Everett disappeared for a few days 
also. It was then learned that the two 
had registered at a hotel in Pomona, 
remaining there for nearly a week to- 
gether, occupying the same apartments. 
Then Everett went back to his home at 
Murietta, and Mrs. Wagstaff departed 
in the opposite direction. Everett was 
shortly afterward arrested and ex- 
amined on the charge of adultery, and 


committed by the justice of Pomona to 


awaittrial. The writ of habeas corpus 
was asked for on the ground that the 
commitment was made without prob- 
able cause. Judge Smith listened to 
arguments on both sides of the question, 
and then ordered that the matter be 
taken under advisement. 
A MISTAKE CORRECTED. 

Deputy Clerk Sesnon yesterday re- 
ceived the Supreme Court decision in 
the case of Sullivan et al., respond- 
ents, vs Moorhead, appellant. 

The plaintiffs and defendant entered 
into an agreement October 10. 1889, 
for the exchange of certain lands. 


The defendant agreed to convey certain | 


property in Los Angeles, known as lots 
10, 11, 12 and 13 in the Pomeroy & 
Mills’s subdivision of the Hollenbeck 
tract, together with the houses thereon, 
Situate from Nos. 706 to 712 New 
Main street. inclusive. In February, 
1890, the plaintiffs ascertained that 
through mistake or otherwise the deed 
of conveyance did not embrace ali the 
land ae the defendant had agreed to 
convey them, and therefore began 
suit to compel a revision of the deed. 

The case was tried without a jury 
and judgment rendered in _plaintiffs’ 
favor. A new trial was demanded, but 
denied, and from this. order and the 
judgment defendant appealed. | 

After. reviewing the testimony the 
Supreme Court savs: ‘The question of 
amistake was the issue between the 
parties. and the court found upon the 
conflict of evidence before it that the 
instrument had been executed as the 
result ofsuch mistake.’’ The judgment 
ana order of the lower court were, 
therefore, afirmed. 

FARBER'S TRIAL. 

Yesterday was the time set for the 
trial of Henry J. Farber, the rape tiend, 
but the cause was not taken up for sev: 
eral reasons. The defendant was 
brought into court at 10 o’clock, at 
which time his counsel, W. H. Young, 
Esq., moved for a continuance on ac- 
count of the absence of a mate- 
rial witness. In the afternoon the 
same motion was renewed on affi- 
davit being offered which set forth 
that. the absent witness was one 
Fuller, who was alleged to hate slept 
with Farber in Riverside at the time 
the assault on Miss Cummings was com- 
mitted. The court éverruled the mo- 
tion, but allowed the case to go over 
until today owing to the lack of jurors, 

MOON ACQUITTED.

Circles. 


Pete Steil's Attorneys File a Demurrer— 
Meeting of Fruit-growers -People 
Coming and Going- Batch 
of Brev ities. 


Wellborn & Hutton, attorneys for Pete 
Steil, on Wednesday filed a demurrer with 
Recorder Rossiter tothe complaint brought 
against him for violating the local liquor 
ordinance. The grounds of the demurrer 
are: 

“First—That the complaint does not state 
facts sufficient to constitute a public of- 
fense 

“Second—That the complaint charges 
two offenses, in this, thet it charges the de- 
fendant with keeping a place where vinous 
and malt liquors are sold, and also a place 
where vinous malt Haquors are given 
away. 

“Third—That the complaint is uncertain 
inthis. (a) That it cannot be clearly as- 
certained therefrom whether the defend: 
ant is charged with merely keeping a place 
where vinous and malt liquors are sold and 
given away, or whether he ts charged with 
having sold or given away such liquors, 
and so. what kind of liquors; (b) it can- 
not be ascertained from the said complaint 
to whom the liquors are alleged to have 
Deen or given away.” 

The demurrer will be argued before the 
Recorder next Monday. 

The case of the People vs. Expressman 
Gilman will come up for trial at 10 o'clock 
this (Thursday) morning before Recorder 
Rossiter. Expressinan Lynwood is the 
complaining witness.

Erroneous Impression of the Average East- 
ern Visitor—Lively Times in the 
Justice's Court at 

Anaheim. 


Ina drive around over Santa Ana a few 
days ago the Times representative was 
rather surprised atthe great number of 
real estate signs, sale,’ foundon both 
lots and acreage property. To an Eastern 
Visitor it would no doubt seem that all the 
property in town was for sale, and he 
very naturally then would ask himself the 
question, ‘Why do all these people want to 
sell their property if this is such a® desir- 
able place for a home?’ To the Eastern 
visitor this line of thought is quite 
natural and yet is unjust to the 
community, for in California property 
changes hands so oftenand people there- 
fore become imbued with sucha spirit of 
business that almost anything they possess 
is for sale atsome price. Ofcourse, if a 
sale is made, in almost every instance the 
money is put right back into another piece 
of property which the purchaser be- 
lieves will make him a good per cent. on 
his investment. It is therefore a business 
proposition with him, and not that he 
wants tosellhis property and leave the 
country that the Owner of a piece of prop- 
erty puts. or allows an agent to put, a sign 
at his front gate stating that that prop- 
erty is for sale cheap, call upon Mr. So-and- 
So for further information. 

But the visitor does not understand ail 
this, and is véry likely to believe that there 
isa ‘nigger inthe woodpile’’ somewhere 
sure, and, asaresult, he will consume a 
great deal of time perhapsin trying to as- 
certain why everybody has property to sell 

The real estate agents of Pasadena. som 
months ago, for reasons largely obviou 
and even to themselves sufficient, signed gn 
agreement not to put signs *‘For sale"’ 
any lots, acreage, or houses or lots 
the city, and to take down all signs by a 
certain date that they then had on any 
property.

G. A. R. ENCAMPMENT. 
The Veterans Getting Down to 
Routine Work. 


Headquarters Established by the Various 
Organizations—The Oldest Member 
of the W.R. C. is in 
Attendance. 


The second day of the G.A.R. en- 
campment at Santa Barbara was a 
lively one. In the early morning, the 
sleepers were awakened by the morn- 
ing gun. Then the stirring notes of 
the reveille rang out, and guard mount 
was held. Fatigue call, surgeon call 
came, and then the dress parade. 

The veterans lined up on the smooth 
asphalt-paved boulevard that skirts 
Burton Mound, where the encampment 
is held, and went through the parade 
as though they were in actual service 
again. Department Commander Sey- 
mour was in command, and the ‘‘vets” 
wheeled at the order, not of course, as

No matter how 
much the old soldier had seen of 
battle and bloodshed, he always talked 
of the nights of jollity by the camp- 
fire, the foraging expeditions, when the 
pigs and-roasting ears suffered, or of 
the time when h@ knew of no such 
discese as rheumatism, and sjept for 
days on wet ground. They seemed 
to want to let the dark days fade from 
their minds. 

This encampment has the distinction

WHAT LEEDS SAYS 


Still Talking About a 
Bakersfield Road. 


Trains to Be Taken Off the 
Southern California. 


Work 
World’s Fair Business. 


Roads All Cutting Down Expenses by Reduc- 
ing Train Service—What It Costs 
to Build a Railroad — 
Scrap Heap.

The San Francisco 
that J. S. Leeds, traffic manager of the 
Traffic Association ef California, de- 
clares that the Stockton and Bakers- 
field road is a success. “Things look 
well. Interest in the project is in- 
creasing, and quite liberal subscrip- 
tions are being made,” said he. “The 
committees which go out return with 
more confidence than ever. So far 
as I can see there is. not a shadow 
of doubt that the road will be built.’ 

When asked if a connection would 
be made with the California and 
Nevada, which extends from Emery- 
ville to Walnut Creek, Mr. Leeds said: 
“Tl have had no conversation with 
Mr. Smith on this gubject. 1 do not 
know what his interests are or whether 
he intends to extend his road. It would 
not seem unreasonable, however, that 
he should pu the road into the San 
Joaquin Valley to some point of junc- 
tion with our linés.”’ 

Upon the subject of a probable ex- 
tension of the Burlington or some other 
road now having terminals in Colorado 
or Wyoming to this city, Mr. Leeds 
expressed himself as follows: 

“The most important thing at the 
present time is to get a local road with 
a reasonable business. Kighty per 
cent. of the transportaton expense to 
the State of California is local. A road 
building here from the East looks at 
California in building not as a Califor- 
nia enterprise, but as a means of ex- 
tending its trade from the East a little 
further west. It has no interest in 
the State, except what it can take 
out in earnings secured from handling 
of California products. It is to the in- 
terest of transcontinental roads to cur- 
tail the business between California 
and the outside world by sea. To such 
an extent has this policy been followed 
that the roads became parties to the 
payment of large subsidies for this pur- 
pose, the object being to hold up rates 
by sea in order to force business over 
the rails from California at higher 
figures. The natural conditions are 
such that if business can be done from 
the seaboard of California, freights be- 
ing transported in either direction by 
water, the roads must obtain. much 
less for their haul. These things are 
susceptible of proof. This being my 
own opinion, I would naturally come 
to the conclusion that the best result 
for the State of California can only 
come through an enterprise put into 
motion by California and controlled 
‘directly in the interest of this State.’’ 

THE GOTHAM SCALPER. 

A dispatch from New York, dated 
July 28, says: “‘A Broadway ticket- 
broker offered for sale today a first- 
class one-way ticket to Chicago for $10, 
with parlor cars free of charge, over 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
crn and New York, Ontario and West- 
ern roads. The broker purchased a 
number.of the cheap tickets from the 
two companies at fixed rates for speci- 
fied trains. A person purchasing a 
ticket at the $10 rate receives a

Powers. 

A communication from the City Clerk 
stated that the matter of the preposed 
ordinance providing for the appoint- 
ment of a meat and milk inspector had 
been referred tothe board. Action was 
deferred till next meeting. 

An application from R. H. Whittlesey 
for the position of meat and milk in- 
spector, and similar ones from J. C. 
Blackington, W. E. D. Morrison and H. 
D. Barrows were placed on file. 

The Mayor stepped out at this time 
and Dr. Gillingham assumed the chair. 

Health Officer Powers called atten- 
tion to the contract now pending with 
Ramish & Marsh for the Steposs! of 
dead animals. 

Dr. Gillingham said that somewhere 
near Westlake Park a few days since he 
had noticed a very bad odorandthought 
that something should be done about it. 
If the Council did not do it, then it 
seemed to him that the board should. 

The proposed prices for disposing of 
the various kinds of dead animals 
named in the contract were discussed 
at some length. 

Dr. Hitchcock moved that the Health 
Officer, in conjunction with the City 
Attorney, make such changes in the 
contract as they consider advisable and 
recommend the approval of the same 
by the City Council.

FIRE COMMISSION, 


Time of Heaney’s Suspen- 
sion Reduced. 


He Will Be Reinstated on the 
15th of August. 


Mr. Brodrick Refers to the Shortage 
of Funds. 


He Denieds That the Board Has Been Extrav- 
agant or Made Needless Purchases— 
All The Demands Were 
Approved. 


The Fire Commission met yesterday 
with a full board present. 

Commissioner Kuhrts moved that the 
time of suspension of Engineer Heaney 
be terminated on August 15 instead of 
September 1. Adopted. 

The chief reported that he had sus- 
pended J. Johnson, callman of Engine 
Company No. 4, and Tony O'Donnell, 
caliman of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 1, for violation of the rules; that 
he had delivered a quantity of old hose 
to the Street Superintendent and to the 
Superintendent of Street Sprinkling; 
also that the water company had placed 
hydrants at Seventh and Alameda 
streets, and at Seventh and Lemon 
streets. The main at Seventh and Mes- 
quite streets was toosmall to have a 
hydrant there. 

Commissioner Brodrick inquired if 
the fire department got any credit for 
old hose turned over tothe street de- 
partment. 

It was stated that this had not been 
the custom, and on motion Commission- 
ers Brodeick and McLain were named 
as a committee to seein reference to 
the disposal of old hose inthe posses- 
sion of the department. 

Mr. Johnson was called in and ques- 
tioned in reference to the violation of 
the rule requiring twnembers of the de- 
partment to pay theirdebts. Mr. John- 
son stated that he was willing to pay 
his debts, but that some money was 


owing to him from others that he was 


unable to get. He admitted, however, 
that he had sold in advance the war- 
rant for his monthly salarv. 

On motion the action of the chief 
was sustained, which leaves Johnson 
suspended to be reinstated at the pleas- 
ure of the board. 

No action was taken in the case of 
O'Donnell, he not being present. 

A communication from the City Clerk 
stated that the Council had called the 
attention of the commission to the or- 
dinance fixing the limits of the various 
fire districts. 

On motion Commissioners Kuhrts. 
Wirsching, McLain and Brodrick were 
appointed as a committee to revise the 
ordinance. 

Applications from J. KE. Robbins, 
Jason Coburn and A. P. Yeardslep for 
positions as callmen, from James John- 
son for a position as driver, and from 
W. B. Banning for appointment as _per- 
manent man at chemical No. 2 were 
placed on file. 

The requisitions were approved. 

In referenceto the shortage in the 
fire department fund Mr. Brodrick 
said: *‘The Auditor never reports to 
the commission the condition of the de- 
partment funds. The board has not 
been extravagant, nor purchased any- 
thing not absolutely necessary. Requi- 
sitions for what we require are always 
presented tothe Council and allowed 
or refused. Last July, in accordance 
with provisions of the city charter, we 
presented our estimate of expense of 
the department for the ensuing year. 
The Council reduced the amount so 
greatly that we are now unable to pay 
the employees in cash. and I hope such 
a condition will not again occur, for the 
wages fixed by ordinance. are small 
enough, and should reach the men's 
hands without discount or shaving.’’ 

The demands were approved with 
the exception of one from Gridley Bros. 
for $17, for barley and bran, and two 
for fire hose, which two were laid over 
till after thenew tax levy. 

A committee consisting of Commis- 
sioners Kuyuhrts and McLain was ap- 
pointed to investigate as to the advisa- 
bility of removing what is known as 
the ‘‘water tower’’ from the hook and 

The board then adjourned. 

City Auditor Teale’s Statement. 

City Auditar Teale was seen by a re- 
porter after the meeting, in reference 
to the statement of Commissioner Brod- 
rick that ‘‘The Auditor never reports to 
the commission the condition of the de- 
partment funds,"’ 

Mr. Teale said that he did not con- 
sider it his duty to report directly to

WONG DIP KEN 


Departs for the North to Be 
Deported. 


He Will Be Turned Over to the Collector at 
San Francisco—Speculation as to John’s 
Future Movements Regarding 
the Chinese Law~ 


Wong Dip Ken, the Chinaman who 
was sentenced some time ago to impris- 
onment ‘and deportation under the 
Geary law, but whose case was ap- 
pealed, with the result that that part 
‘of his sentence relating to ‘hard labor 
at San Quentin’? was declared uncon- 
stitutional, was yesterday taken north 
by United States Marshal Gard. The 
Chinaman’s bondsmen were accordingly 
released from all further liability by 
the court. | 

Wong Dip Ken will be turned over to 
the Collector of the Port of San Fran- 
cisco, who will send him back to China 
on the first available steamer unless a 
writ of habeas corpus is sued out before 
the Circuit Court of Appeals. It is be- 
lieved that the Six Companies.have 
kept track of the case all along and 
will make a last effort when Wong: Dip 
Ken atrives at San Francisco. Should 
their efforts now fail Los Angeles will 
claim the distinction of having de- 
ported the first Chinaman under the 
Geary act. 

Since the decision of Judge Ross that 
the “imprisonment at hard labor’’ 
clause in the law is unconstitutional 
much speculation has arisen as to what 
the future action of the Chinese will be. 
It is contended that now, if a Chinaman 
desires to return to his native land, all 
he has to do is to be arrested under the 
Geary law and he will be deported free 
of all expense to himself. No more 
need he fear imprisonment or mutila- 
tion of his queue, Or any other indig- 
nity, except possibly beigg placed in 
the steerage of the steamer on which 
he travels homeward. Unless very 
wealthy John usually travels in no other 
way, so this can hardly be called an 
indignity. All in all, the wily heathen 
seems to have a little the longer end of 
the rope just now.
